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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT,  1950 


The  area  of  Glendale  is  147,695  acres.  The  resident  population 
according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  was  7,661,  a decrease 
of  26  from  1949. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  in  1950  was  £30,153,  and  a Id. 
rate  in  the  £ was  £128.8.9. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  chief  industry  in  the  area  is  agriculture  and  also  quarrying 
for  gravel.  There  was  practically  no  unemployment  during  the 
year.  There  were  13  houses  built  during  the  year,  4 by  private 
enterprise  and  50  temporary  dwellings  were  completed  during  the 
year.

There  is  a 24-hour  Ambulance  Service  in  Wooler  which  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Ambulance  Officer  under  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  no  practising  Registered  Midwives  in  the  district.  The 
needs  of  the  population  for  nursing  attention  in  their  homes,  are 
met  by  several  District  Nurses  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  There  are  2 Health  Visitors  for  the  area. 

Treatment  Centre  and  Clinic 

There  is  a Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  Wooler  which  is  held  once 
a fortnight  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Health  Visitor. 

Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  the  area,  arrangements  having  been 
made  for  the  admission  of  patients  to  either  Berwick  or  Alnwick 
Infirmaries.  There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  area.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR’S 

REPORT 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1950. 

DAIRIES 

There  is  now  one  dairy  within  the  area  controlled  by  you  under 
the  terms  of  the  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulation,  1949.  There  are  two 
retail  distributors  of  milk  registered  by  the  Local  Authority  under 
the  terms  of  the  above  regulation.  Milk  samples  at  the  average  of 
one  per  month  are  taken,  these  have  proved  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

In  May  a second  refuse  vehicle  commenced  work.  This  was  a 
10  yd.  vehicle  and  bigger  than  the  one  already  in  use. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  has  now  been  extended  to  75  per 
cent,  of  your  area.  It  is  being  increased  slightly  as  more  houses 
transfer  to  water  carriage  system  of  drainage.  The  service  provided 
is  only  removal  of  dustbin  refuse. 

A ready  response  was  met  with  from  owners,  agents  and  occu- 
piers to  provide  dustbins.  It  will  be  seen  elsewhere  that  a total  of 
631  dustbins  was  provided  initially,  other  than  renewals,  through 
the  Council.  The  service  is  much  appreciated  by  all  receiving  its 
benefits,  and  already  scattered  and  unsightly  tips  are  disappearing 
from  the  countryside. 

During  the  year  a Public  Enquiry  was  held  into  an  application 
for  the  Compulsory  Purchase  of  Scott’s  Quarry,  Wooler,  for  a Central 
Refuse  Depot.  Later  in  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  confirmed 
the  order  to  purchase. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

I would  repeat  the  remarks  I made  in  my  1949  report,  that 
slaughtering  is  being  carried  out  with  great  difficulty.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  carry  on  slaughtering  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the 
Slaughtering  of  Animals  Act,  1933.  It  is  again  urged  that  agreement 
be  reached  with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  to  carry  out  improvements  to 
the  Slaughter  House  as  suggested  in  my  1949  report. 

A great  step  forward  was  made  when  an  insulated  meat  van 
was  provided  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  transport  of  carcases  and 
meat  from  the  Slaughter  House  to  various  parts  of  the  district.  The 
van  is  insulated  against  extremes  of  climatic  conditions  and  is  lined 
out  with  material  giving  an  easily  cleansed  surface.  Provision  is 
made  for  the  hanging  of  carcases  and  offals  so  that  stacking  is 
obviated. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

I should  like  to  remark  upon  the  disappointment  experienced 
because  of  the  delay  in  the  approval  of  water  schemes  to  various 
parts  of  the  district.  It  is  put  on  record  that  the  Branxton  Supply 
was  prepared  and  put  forward  in  1948  and  was  not  approved  until 
1950.  The  Wark  Water  Supply  Scheme  has  taken  three  years  from 
the  time  of  submitting  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  until  its  approval 
at  the  end  of  this  year. 

Large  areas  are  still  without  a satisfactory  water  supply,  par- 
ticularly an  area  in  Lilburn  and  East  Lilburn  parishes  and  parts 
of  Mindrum  parish. 

SEWERAGE 

During  the  year  approval  was  given  to  the  Council’s  proposals 
for  provision  of  sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Chatton. 
Approval  to  the  Council’s  proposals  to  sewer  Wark  Village  is  still 
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in  abeyance  after  nearly  three  years. 

Until  these  services  are  provided  housing  proposals  cannot  be 
put  into  effect. 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  6 houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  with 
State  Aid,  3 houses  were  completed  with  the  aid  of  subsidies  pro- 
vided by  the  Housing  (Financial  and  Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act, 
1946.  Four  houses  were  built  unaided  by  private  enterprise.  A 
further  50  temporary  dwellings  were  completed  on  the  South  Plain 
and  Green  Drive  sites  at  Milfield.  Whilst  the  accommodation 
provided  here  cannot  by  any  means  be  said  to  be  satisfactory,  the 
housing  shortage  has  been  alleviated  as  an  immediate  evil. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  completed  during  the  year.  There 
is  at  least  20  years’  work  ahead  in  improving  housing  standards.  As 
brought  to  light  by  this  Survey  I am  most  alarmed,  that  with 
Licensing  Restrictions  it  is  impossible  to  keep  abreast  of  normal 
wastage  and  dilapidation  of  property.  With  the  passing  of  years 
the  Housing  problem  will  become  more  acute,  as  there  will  be  more 
houses  needing  major  works  of  repair. 

During  the  year  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
received  from  owners  in  respect  of  30  houses.  All  the  applications 
were  approved.  It  is  put  on  record  that  this  Council  has  I think, 
led  the  way  with  improvement  Grants  this  year,  through  the 
country  as  a whole.  This  is  proving  a valuable  contribution  to 
housing  in  so  far  as  it  raises  standards,  although  it  is  as  yet,  much 
too  small  to  be  noticed  generally,  due  to  the  restrictions  imposed. 

BUILDING  LICENSING 

During  the  year  licences  totalling  £26,616  were  issued. 

With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  returns  and  figures  to  be 
supplied  to  Government  Departments,  this  side  of  the  work  has  in- 
creased greatly. 

SALVAGE 

A contract  was  made  with  a firm  of  Pulp  Mills  to  supply  Salvage 
Paper  direct.  Guaranteed  prices  were  given  with  a guaranteed 
period  of  5 years  to  look  forward  to.  More  salvage  is  likely  to  come 
forward  with  the  second  refuse  vehicle  being  in  operation.  Your 
Salvage  Officer  has  put  in  a great  deal  of  work  into  making  salvage 
arrangements  a success.  It  is  hoped  that  the  public  will  show  their 
response  in  1951. 

PEST  CONTROL 

In  March  of  this  year  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act 
came  into  operation.  The  Council  are  now  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 

FACTORIES 

There  are  58  factories  on  the  Factories  Register  and  84  visits 
were  paid  to  them  during  the  year.  Generally  speaking  the  con- 
ditions found  were  satisfactory. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Council  adopted  the  Model  Bye-laws  with  regard  to  handling 
wrapping  and  preparation  of  food  for  human  consumption.  These 
Bye-laws  affect  some  50  establishments  within  this  district,  although 
the  standard  of  cleanliness  found  in  some  places  visited,  leaves 
much  to  be  desired.  In  others  the  standard  of  hygiene  maintained  was 
very  high.  It  is  hoped  in  future,  a great  improvement  will  be  made.
